Spain possesses one of 
tho large« 
buildings 111 the world. 
It is at once a 
pala- h, a museum, a library, a picture 
gallery, a monastery, a church and a 
burial place. 
This wonderful edifice is 
called the Esoorial, although the name 
is very generally corrupt* d both in Eng 
land and Am erica into “ Escu rial.” 
Th* Escurial was commenced in lf»6li 
by orour of P h ilip 11 of Spain and was 
intended partly as a royal burying pla* •* 
for the kings of Spain and partly as a 
commemoration of P h ilip ’s victory over 
the French at St. Quentin in 1567. It is 
built entirely of granite and measures
